SOME OPINIONS ABOUT 
GREYHOUND RACING

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
JURY.) 


EAN O’CARROLL, commercial traveller, 
S Casimir road, Rathmines, Dublin, 
claimed damages against Edward 
Teehan, company director, Churchill terrace, 
Sandymount avenue, Dublin, for alleged 
slander at Wynn’s Hotel, Dublin, in July, 
1937. 

It appeared that Mr, O’Carroll was then 

reyhound racing manager at Harold’s Cross 
Park for the Dublin Greyhounds and Sports’ 
Association, Ltd., and Mr. Teehan was vice- 
chairman of the Association. in his state- 
ment of claim Mr. O’Carroll alleged that Mr. 
Teehan said to Thomas Ryan and others in 
the bar of Wynn’s Hotel: ' Sean O'Carroll is 
the gteatest b—— that ever went into 
Harold’s Cross,” and: “1 can prove he 
got — out of one job with which he was 
associated.” By those words, Mr. O'Carroll 
stated, Mr. Teehan meant that he had been 
guilty of dishonest conduct in carrying on 
the business of racing manager, and had 
obtained. money fraudulently in connection 
with the running of greyhounds. 

Mr. Teehan denied that he had used the 
words complained of, and pleaded that they 
were incapable of bearing the meaning alleged 
by Mr. 0 Carroll. 

Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., and Mr. J. L. 
Esmonde_ (instructed by Mr. John J. 
Timoney) appeared for Mr. O’Carroll; and 
Mr. Cawley, K.C., and Mr. J. Meenan (in- 
structed by Mr. J. F. Kenny) for Mr. 
Teehar: 

Mr. Brereton Barry said that Mr. Teehan, 
apparently after a meeting of the Harold’s 
Cross Association, at which he had been re- 
elected vice-chairman, came into the lounge 
of Wynn’s Hotel, engaged a group of gentle- 
men in conversation, and almost immediatel 
spoke of the words of which Mr. O'Carroll 
complained. 

Sean O’Carroil stated that he had had 
trouble about the entries of dogs with Edward 
Teehan, who was inclined to look for entries 
of dogs owned by acquaintances of his. He 
wanted to have those dogs put in with win- 
ning chances. Witness was not prepared to 
do that. He put them in if he thought they 
were entitled to be put in according to their 
class. Witness refused entries that Mr. 
Teehan suggested. 


ENTRY FOR DOGS 


Cross-examined by Mr. Cawley, Mr. 
O'Carroll agreed that the Association assisted 
him to the exte:.1 of £50 when he was ill in 
hospital, but, he said, he sent his wife to 
the office to do work in return. He admitted 
that Mr. Teehan was in an official position 
in the Association when that assistance was 
given to him. He denied that it was a 
common pfactice for people, including direc- 
tors, to ask for entries for dogs. If an 
entry were requested it meant that it was at 
witness’s discretion that the dog was put in 
or not. 

In further repiy he said that Mr. Teehan 
did not suggest a certain race, but often sug- 
gested a dog should be put in to win. Wit- 
ness ignored all his suggestions. 

Thomas Ryan said that when Edward 
Teehan came into their company the first 
expression h- usei in connection with Mr. 
O'Carroll was that ‘‘he was the greatest 
b—— ever went into Harold’s Cross.” Wit- 
ness asked Teeha. what he meant by that, 
and Teehan asked: ‘‘ Was it fair for a man 
like him (Teehan . who was vice-chairman of 
Harold’s Cross, to be goiug around without 
a bob in his pocket.” Witness said that 
Teehan subsequently said that he could prove 
that Mr O'Carroll got money out of one job. 

George Hutchinson, Steward of the Irish 
Coursing Club, said that Mr. O’Carroll was 
an absolutely satisfactory racing manager. 


CASE FOR DEFENCE 


Edward Teehan, the defendant, denied 
having uttered the alleged slander against 
Mr. O'Carroll, 

Mr; Justice O’Byrne—Did you say any- 
thing about a job? 

Witness—N ever. 

In further reply to the Judge, witness said 
that he was in the lounge of Wynn’s Hotel 
on the occasion in question. There was no 
conversation with reference to Mr. O’Carroll, 
whose ‘name was not mentioned while wit- 
ness was there. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Have you from time 
to time asked Mr. O'Carroll to enter dogs? 
Witness—Very seldom; the other directors 
might ask him, too, when they would meet 
him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Brereton Barry, 
witness said that he was of independent 
means.

Germany’s Plans 


-For the first time since Herr Hitler 
began his diplomatic offensive in South- 
Eastern Europe his plans seem to have 
received a slight check. Last week the 
broadcasting station in Rome announced 
that Messieurs Bogdan Filoff and Ivan 
Popoff, Bulgarian Premier and Foreign 
Minister respectively, would leave Sofia 
for Berlin yesterday. The report was com- 
pletely circumstantial. It was expected 
that Herr Hitler would receive the two 
Bulgars either in Berlin or in Berchtes- 
gaden, and that Bulgaria’s adherence to 
the famous Tripartite Pact would follow 
almost as a matter of course. In point of 
fact, it was known in Sofia that the two 
Ministers were preparing for their trip to 
Germany ;*but their plans were changed 
suddenly, and yesterday the Italian 
Stefani Agency was authorised to deny 
the statement that had been broadcast 
from Rome, adding that the false rumour 
of the Bulgarians’ proposed visit to Herr 
Hitler had been the work of enemy agents. 
There seems to be no doubt now that 
Bulgaria’s entry into the “ Axis” group, 
for the moment, at any rate, is “off.” 
The Germans declare that, with Slovakia’s 
signature of the Tripartite Pact, the first 
series of diplomatic adjustments is at an 
end, and that no visit from any Bulgarian 
representatives is expected in Berlin. In 
Sofia official spokesmen make no secret of 
their relief at these latest developments, 
expressing the hope, if not the belief, that 
Bulgaria will -not become involved in the 
war this winter. What is the reason for 
this sudden change? When, about a week 
ago, it was learned that King Boris of 
Bulgaria had paid a personal visit to 
Herr Hitler at the Berghof, most people 
naturally assumed that the Bulgarian 
Kingdom would join the “ Axis” group 
without much delay. Colour was given to 


‘| this belief by the fact that the Bulgars 


have territorial claims against Greece—in 
particular, they demand the port of 
Dedeagatch, and have been agitating for 
a long time for an outlet to the Aegean. 
Furthermore, Bulgaria’s co-operation will 
be essential to the German High Command 
‘if Herr Hitler should decide to make a 
thrust towards Syria and Palestine en 
route for the Suez!Canal. 

Two main factors probably have in- 
fluenced Bulgaria’s decision. One is the 
attitude of Soviet Russia ; the other is the 
development of Italy’s campaign against 
the Greeks. In the parlance of the racing 
world, Bulgaria already backed the wrong 
horse twice-—during the Balkan Wars, and 
again during the Great War of 1914-1918. 
For obvious reasons, she is anxious not to 
repeat her mistake for the third time. 
Throughout her history, Bulgaria has 
been accustomed to look to Russia for 
advice and protection. Every Bulgar

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Credit and Carry. 


Great Britain’s real ally since the 
beginning of the present war has been the 
United States of America. She has 
received help from America not in the 
form of men—although it is an open secret 
that more American airmen than one are 
serving under the Union Jack—but in the 
far more useful form of materials. The 
fifty destroyers which Washington has 
“ swopped ” for the lease of bases in the 
Atlantic have exerted a powerful influence 
on the war’s course: they ‘have enabled 
Great Britain to liberate vessels for service 
in the Mediterranean, and thereby to keep 
the strong Italian Fleet in check. More 
useful still has been the constant supply 
of aircraft which the United States has 
been extending—and, in increasing measure 
still is extending—to the United Kingdom. 
Without these aircraft Great Britain would 
be substantially less comfortable than she 
is to-day. Her own factories have responded 
magnificently to Lord Beaverbrook’s leader- 
ship, and are performing prodigies of 
production; but Lord Beaverbrook has 
started several years behind Field-Marshai 
Goring, and it is very doubtful whether, 
at the most rapid rate of going, his output 
could keep pace with the necessities of 
war, if the certainty of American rein- 
forcements were not there. The Americans 
remain neutral—in theory, if not in 
practice—and their neutrality will not be 
challenged. Yet, long before the problem 
of neutrality is raised, another difficulty 
must arise; and that difficulty centres 
around the dbility of Great Britain to: 
pay for all the materials that she receives 
from the United States. She is a wealthy 
nation: the wealthiest, perhaps, on earth ; 
but the cost of the present war ts appalling, 
and even a year of it is a terrible drain 
upon her resources. If payment were 
purely and simply a matter of credit, 
there would be no trouble, because 
Britain’s credit stands high in every 
quarter of the world, and her bond is 
accepted anywhere between the two Poles. 
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States and any belligerent Power are a 
matter not of credit, but of hard, ready 
cash, 

Before ever the war began the United 
States declared its hand. Congress decreed 
that no munitions should be sold to any 
belligerent except for cash, and that all 
supplies should be transported in the 
belligerents’ own ships. The object, of 
course, was twofold—to prevent American 
ships from entering the “war zone,’’ and 
to assist Great Britain, who had both 
ships and cash, at the expense of Germany, 
who had neither. The ‘‘cash and carry ” 
system has had its due effect; but it is 
clear that a time must come when Great 
Britain’s supply of American securities ie 
bound to run short. Last week Lord 
Lothian, the British Ambassador in 
Washington, used what is described as 
“an unfortunate phrase ” in this regard. 
He said that his country was “beginning 
to come to the end of her financial 
resources,” when what he meant was 
manifestly that it was coming to the end 
of its resources so far as cash transactions 
with the United States were concerned. 
These, unfortunately, are times in which no 
mistakes of phraseology—even the slightest 
—can be ventured without comment, and 
there will be questions and answers, both 
in the Houses of Parliament and in 
Congress, before the Ambassador’s | mean- 
ing is made clear. Nevertheless, his words 
may have done a certain amount of 
good. At least, they will have focussed 
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to Great Britain if she really desires that 
her help shall have-all possible effect. A 
couple ‘of months ago it was proposed that 
the two Acts which forbid the granting of 
credit to the United Kingdom—one of 
them refuses credit to any nation which 
has not paid its war debt in full, and the 
other denies it to a belligerent—should be 
abrogated in Britain’s favour. The 
motion has not come before Congress, but 
there is little doubt that something will 
be done before very much longer. We 
report to-day vague intimations concern- 
ing conferences in Washington which may, 
or may not, be designed to broaden the 
scope of relations between the two 
countries. Whether they will come to 
anything remains to bé seen, but it is 
hardly conceivable that a fresh arrange- 
ment will not be made. The United

Lord Tryon 


It is remarkable that the deaths of Lord 
Craigavon and Lord Tryon should have 
been announced at the same time, since 
their careers were so similar.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


A Coal-burning Car 


Walking down Leeson street the other 
day I was attracted by a crowd gathered 
round a motor car, and with the 
journalist’s proverbial curiosity I burrowed 
my way into the middle to see what was 
going on. The object of interest was the 
motor car, but it was not just one of the 
ordinary every-day kind. This model was 
driven by gas derived from anthracite 
coal, and built up on 4 little platform 
behind the vehicle was all the apparatus 
of a portable gas works. Anthracite, the 
driver told me, is fed into a retort over a 
fire in the normal way, and the resultant 
gas, having maise through a series of 
filters and coolers, reaches the engine, to be 
exploded, as in the case of any other 
internal combustion machine, by an 
electric spark from the plugs. 

Of course, the system is widely known, 
and this type of vehicle is quite a common 
sight both in Britain -and on the Con- 
tinent, but I have not before seen one of 
the kind in Ireland. I/’seem to remember, 
howeyer, that there was one—the property 
of a clergyman—on show during the 
Muintir na Tire week at Virginia a 
couple of months ago. 

The young man in charge of the model 
in Leeson street—he had stopped, inci- 
dentally, because the water in his cooling 
system had run low and had started to 
boil—was telling me that he can do 120 
miles on a hundredweight of anthracite— 
that is, at a cost of 1s. 6d. It was quite 
a large car, too—an cight-cylinder Hudson. 
He added further that with a _ two-ton 
truck, fully laden for half the distance, 
he recently travelled 200 miles on 1} cwt. 
of fuel. Quite an economy in these days 
of expensive petrol ! 

His engine cool at last, he started up— 
a touch of the electric starter did the 
trick—and moved away as silently as if 


he had been driving a Rolls Royce. 
Trish Horses for California 


It may seem incredible, but Ireland is 
still selling horses. Fifteen Irish-bred 
racehorses have now been sold to a well- 
known Hollywood film actor. They will 
be shipped to California this week. One 
has already gone, and will be put into 
training, I am informed, in time for the 
Santa Anita Meeting (not the handicap), 
which takes place in February. 

Of course, a number of. thoroughbreds 
were purchased here lately for Mr. L.
